» { the press it is now laid before the world who are asked to judge between the 


autocrat of Russia and his unhappy Jewish subjects. 


_ Mr. Arnold White’s report to Baron Hirsch on the Russian Jews, of 
which the principal passages are published in our impression of this week, is 
an interesting and valuable document. Among the Jewish emigrants who 
have passed through London on their way to America, we have ourselves 
seen stalwart men obviously accustomed to ferm labour, but Mr. White has 
been permitted to visit these sturdy agriculturists on their fields in the 
Government of Cherson, where their fathers were settled by the Czar 
Nicolas. He states that there are 30,000 of them, that they are “active 
well set-up, sunburnt, muscular,” in short, a peasantry of the highest 
character, This is good ‘news, because if 30,000 Russian Jews have 
developed into hardy colonists, the conclusion is obvious that under better 
conditions many more could enter with success upon the same career. In 
the towns Mr. Arnold White found the Jewish townsmen very poor in 


physique. Butit is obvious that the inferiority comes from the fact 


that they are starved—starved of fresh air as well as of nourishment. How 
sad it is to read Mr. White’s story of the growth of a new generation under 


the same or worse conditions! The miserable parents, who possess industry, _ 


hope, patience, temperance, but no food, are bringing up suffering children. 
These innocent ones are condemned to a stunted and maimed existence for no 
fault of their own. Their parents even cannot justly be blamed ; their own 
freedom from culpability is as patent as was that of the little ones of Nineveh. 
Mr. White saw an Indian famine, he has seen muchtrouble and sadness, 
but nothing has touched his heart like the suffering of these Jewish children. 


Mr. Spurgeon’s serious illness has evoked universal regret and sym- 
pathy, The daily prayer meetings which have been held at the Metropolitan 
Tabernacle have been attended in spirit by a congregation incomparably 
larger than the assemblage which has been present in the flesh. Everybody 
—not excluding those who differ from him most—admires and respects Mr. 
Spurgeon. The very pertinacity with which he clings to what many con- 
sider outworn beliefs is one of his strongest claims to general homage. ,We 
ourselves had occasion lately to criticise some of his characteristic vews. 
But criticism can never get rid of that one conspicuous excellence of his— 
thorough sincerity. If he has always said what he meant in the most 
downright fashion, he has always meant what he said. It is this blunt 
earnest character of his which has made him a personality peculiarly dear to 
Englishmen. The very language-of his preaching, as well as its style, has 


reflected the man. His sermons have always been models of pure, sturdy 


English, no less than admirable examples of that simple, unaffected and 
manly exhortation that goes straight to the heart of ordinary workaday 
folk. Mr. Spurgeon has won a foremost place among the pulpit orators of 
the nineteenth century, not merely by reason of his eloquence but by virtue 
of the effect of his preaching. He has that gift of personal magnetism 
which, in the preacher, not only charms, but persuades and converts the 
listener. That Mr. Spurgeon has been a spiritual force among his flock, 
powerfully affecting their lives, is not to be questioned. The big gatherings 
at the Tabernacle during his illness point to something more than mere con- 
cern at the illness of a popular pastor. They testify to the piety which he 
has done much to create or to deepen. When to all this is added a bonhomie 
which rivets friends and disarms opponents, the secret of Mr. 
Spurgeon’s popularity is explained. We Jews have special reason to like 
him. He has always been an uncompromising foe of Jewish persecution. 
On the occasion of the recent Guildhall Meeting he wrote in the most 
vigorous and sympathetic terms on the unhappy lot of our brethren in 
Russia. | | 


The celebration of the Golden Jabiles of Punch should not be allowed : 


to pass without our adding our voice to the genera) congratulations which 
have greeted the completion of fifty years of the publication of our genial 
contemporary. Times have changed since Benjamin Disraeli was repre- 
sented as a Jew old clo’-man with the three old hats on his head, with- 
out which no caricature of a Jew was considered complete fifty years ago. 
We can afford also to smile now when glancing through the earlier 
volumes of Punch to see a cartoon headed “The Thin End of 
the. Wedge,” representing Baron Rothschild as putting his nose 
through the doors of Parliament then sternly shut against him, 
notwithstanding that he was returned, again and again, by the electors 
of the great City of London, who then valiantly fought the cause of 
Jewish Emancipation against the prejudices of that age. All this, and 
more, wecan afford now to forget and forgive ‘n grateful acknowledgment of 
the chivalrous manner in which Punch has, in these latter days, expressed, 
in pencil and pen, his ahborrence of the persecution of the Jews in Russia. 
Jewish gratitude for this great service in the cause of freedom and humanity 
is given in unbounded measure. May Punch flourish for evermore to be the 
pride and pleastire of English jouraalism ! 

From time to time we are able to record and to welcome additions to 
the still too diminative supply of books with a religious bearing specially 
designed for the use of English-speaking Jewish children. Perhaps the 
deficiencies in this respect have been nowhere more marked than in the 
direction of sacred songs. There is arich and liberal variety of hymnals at 
the choice of the directors of every non-Jewish school and re'igion class. 
But, with ourselves, the impression upon the youthful mind of spiritual 
teachings, in what experience shows to be the most effective manner, by the 
association of simple verse with tuneful melody, has been quite inadequately 
cultivated. We welcome, therefure, the appearance of a compilation by the 
Rev. Francis L. Cohen, in whose “ Lyra Anglo-Judaica” Hebrew hymns 
are given, accompanied by an English paraphrase in corresponding metrical 


form.’ By this means some familiarity with a choice eeption of Hebrew 
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literature will, it is hoped, be in a modest way encouraged, while the full 
spiritual value of the thoughts is made prominent in the more familiar garb 
of the vernacular. Mr. Cohen’s well-known studies in the history of Syna- 
gogue Music give an assurance of intrinsic merit in the music provided 

for the hymns. We are glad to see that these tunes do not aim above the 
head of children in elementary schools, but are simple and transcribed into 
the Tonic Sol-fa notation out of special consideration for them. Altogether, 
since Mr. Cohen attempts to walk along a small side-path of the high road 
majestically trodden by Zunz, Sachs, and their co-workers, we trust 
encouragement will be given him to go further. Naturally the best 
encouragement to compilers of books for the young is when a copy is placed 
in the hands of every pupil in our Schools and Religion Classes.

JEWISH NURSES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE. “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—I am very pleased to see that you are again urging the need of Jewish 
nurses, and that the question has at last been taken up—theoretically at least—by 
the Board of Guardians. Some two years ago I called attention in your columns 
to this subject, and the sympathetic letters [ then elicited from influential men 
and women, both within and without the community, and your own eloquent 
advocacy, led me to hope that steps would certainly be taken to supply a want so 
urgently and widely felt. Time, however, has proved that the hope was 
premature. We are to-day in the same, position as regards Jewish nurses as we 
were two years ago. ‘Tlie patients in the Jewish wards of the London Hospital, 
and the inmates of our Home for Incurables and similar institutions, as well as 
private individuals, have still to depend upon the kindly offices of non-Jewish 
nurses. In my former letters I pointed out that such a state of affairs was hardly 
creditable to a community whose religion teaches that tending the sick and the 
dying is one of the highest duties. | : 

1 do trust that now the matter has again been brought under the notice of 
the Jewish public, you will once more give it the benefit of your powerful 
advocacy.

THE RUSSO JEWISH COMMITTEE AND THE CHOVEVI ZION

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sir,—Will you allow me to submit a few remarks on the Address (as re- 
ported in your issue of 3rd of July) given by the President of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association at the Annual General Meeting of tnat Society ? 

The President stated that he ‘had referred” in his Address on a similar 
occasion in 1890 “ mainly to the position of the Jews in Russia,” because one 
gentleman had chalienged his right “to interfere in the internal affairs of a 
friendly State,” by remarking on the threatened renewed persecution of the Jews 
in Russia. “ We had heard” says the President, “ that the celebrated May Laws 
and similar edicts were to be put in force against the Jews.” Therefore, the 
President of the Anglo-Jewish Association referred to the matter a: their dinner, 
and repeated his reference at the annual meeting. 

All honour to the President, who is also Chairman of the Russo-Jewish Com- 
mittee, that he thus in the words of your leading article “ struck fearlessly the 
note of warning” in 1890. All honour to him for his assurance that “I for one 
was not and will not be restrained from expressing my opinion on acts unworthy 
of the Nineteensh Century.” 

All will have read with the greatest interest and sympathy further appropriate 
expressions of opinion, and further fearless soundings of notes of warning in the 
eloquent address of the President, reported in your issue of 3rd July. In this 
connection I might perhaps quote the phrase attributed to Carlyle that“ the end 
of man is not a Thought but an Action,” but this proposition is perhaps opposed to 
the spirit of the age. However that may be, itis idle to waste time in merely 
retrospective criticisms, which would even perhaps prove unfounded if all 
relevant facts were published. The President of the Anglo-Jewish Associationand 
of the Russo-Jewish Committee informs us that “ they have been asked to ascer- 
tain and publish facts about the condition of the Russian Jews.” It is certainly 
to be hoped that any such publication may not be limited to achronicle of facts 
about the Russian Jews, but that it may also seek to illustrate persecution in 
Russia of all sects and races on account of their religious opinions or of their 
parentage, or of their dissent from the Orthodox Greek Church. _ 

In speaking of this proposed publication, the Presideat again sounds 

a note of warning. “ The observation” he says, “ that naturally occurred to my 
mind was that it was useless to collect facts if they were not read.” But we may 
surely feel a trustful confidence that the Russo-Jewish Committee will be able 
to make provision that the new publication shall be really brought tothe 
knowledge of all those who should be informed of the facts in it, and that the 
Committee will endeavour with sustained effort to ensure due publicity for the 
paper. No doubt the Russo-Jewish Committee will give heed to the warning 
of their President and if necessary will assign to one of their number the 
task, vital to the object in view, of supervising continuously the due diffusion of 
the proposed paper and of translated copies throughout the civilised and semi- 
civilised world ? 

I hope it will not be deemed presumptuous if I support the 
suggestion that even greater public confidence woukl be felt in the ad ewish 
Committee if it were known that individual members had undertaken to study 
and sift and supervise. the carrying. out of approved proposals, and to give 
personal attention to the different departments of wo1k of the Committee.

way continuous effort is not more likely to be assured and the quality of the work 
done somewhat improved ? ; 

It would seem that such an arrangement would hardly constitute a new departure, 
but merely further action in a direction already to some extent followed by the 
Russo-Jewish Committee. Thus three of the most influential members of that 
Committee, Sir Julian Goldsmid, Mr. Samuel Montagu, and Mr. Oswald 
Simon have already (no doubt in full accord with their colleagues) given their cy. 
dperation to the Chovevi Zion Association, a Society formed, inter alia, to assist 
fugitive Russian Jews to settle in Palestine. * These three gentlemen—I suppose 
in their representative character—have attended the meetings of the Chovevi 
Zion Society, and it must be satisfactory to outsiders, as well as to the members 
of the Society, that the responsibility of three such able men is thus pledged to 
assist the Chovevi Zion Society with their advice, support, and active co-opera- 
tion. 

Your correspondence testifies to the fact that the Russo-Jewish Committee is 
regarded as comprising our “leaders” inall matters relating to the alleviation of the 
lot of the fugitive Russian Jews, fleeing from religious persecution, 
Surely then your correspondent “ Major” in your paper of the 3rd of July, 
pays a poor compliment to the three above-named gentlemen and to their colleagues 
on the Russo - Jewish Committee, when he supposes that the aims 
and constitution of the Chovevi Zion Society were not duly considered before 
these three gentlemen pledged to it their support, and stimulated its propagandism 
by their eloquent speeches and ‘vpags encouragement, Of course difficulties 
will crop up,and perhaps it might be found necessary to modify the scheme of 
the Society to meet such difficulties, but at least it must be satisfactory to the 
officers and members of the Chovevi Zion Society that they enlisted the approval 
of three representative members of the Russo-Jewish Committee, who attended 
their public meetings and who would hardly have ignored any leading objectionable 


feature in the constitution of the Society they have helped to develop and 


support. 


Next to the evil of no leaders or of absentee leaders, the worst evil that . 


could befal us in this emergency would be leaders who might seek to avoid the 
responsibility of their lead. The members of the Russo-Jewish Committee, who 
attended and spoke at the mectings of the Chovevi Zion Society and their collea- 
gues, are quite able to appreciate the serious evil that would result from 
abortive and ill-considered efforts to arrange settlements of fugitive Russian 
Jews in Palestine, and their eminent position and tried ability are a guarantee 
that they will fulfil the responsibility attaching to the position they consented to 
assume, 

Permit me to add in conclusion that if the Russo-Jewish Committee desire to 
make local enquiries involving expenses which they may not feel at liberty to de- 
fray from the funds at their disposal, I shall be pleased to contribute through you 
a first donation of £100 towards the necessary outlay.

THE RUSSIAN JEWS AND EGYPT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—While all the world is discussing the question of suitable homes for 
persecuted Russian and Roumanian Jews, and most nations deprecate their recep- 
tion, no one seems to have thought of Egypt, where these poor people would not 
only be hospitably welcomed, but find themselves in a country with which the 
history of their race is associated from the dawn of time. Removal to Egypt 
would be a reversal of the Exodus, and a practical restoration to the land of 
Goshen. | 

I have just returned from Cairo, where this question was much talked of in 
the sense just indicated. To begin with, perfect toleration of all creeds 
exist, and every nationality is registered and protected at its respec- 
tive consulate. In the lower Delta large tracts of land, now in course of reclama- 
tion, are available for settlement, and can be bought, with valid titles, on com- 
paratively cheap terms, or may be leased on rent. The soil is rich alluvium, 
easily worked,, which yields annually two principal crops, besides small] subsidiary 
products every month in the year in the shape ot fruits and vegetables, which are 
very profitable and the consumption of which is very great. Since British occu- 
pation, improvements in irrigation have rendered agriculture an almost mathe- 
matical certainty. The climate is extremely healthy as the robust physique of 
the peasantry makes abundantly manifest, and for eight months in the year is the 
most perfect in the world. Railways extend throughout the country, and with 
the Nile and numerous canals afford means of cheap and rapid communication, 
Jews have existed in Egypt since the beginning of history, and at the present 
day constitute an important element in the population of the towns and village, 
especially in Cairo and Alexandria, where the wealthiest and most respected 
citizens belong to that race. They would doubtless afford help to such of the, 
Russian coreligionists as might be inclined to emigrate. The country is essen_ 
tially agricultural and no form of investment is safer, and pays better, than land 
no inconsiderable proportion of which is now, as a matter of fact, owned by Jews’ 
who, by their superior intelligence and enterprise, are slowly but surely reversing 
the position of their ancestors under the Pharaohs. But European artizans are 10 
great demand and obtain, according to qualifications, 3 to 5 francs per day. 
In the vicinity of Alexandria some 30,000 acres of rich Nile soil are now 
under successful reclamation and are, I believe, partially available for settle- 
ment. 10 acres is a large holding in Egypt for a single family. So that this 
tract of land would afford a pa Bovine |e home for 3,000 Jewish families. 
Railways run on two sides, and the Mahmoudieh Canal which at once — 
water for irrigation, and cheap means of transit, bounds it on the West ; 
while Alexandria, with its rapidly growing population of 250,000 (largely 
European) affords a constant market for every kind of produce at the very door 
of the settlers. | | 

Apart from traditional associations, Egypt, as a field for emigration, 18 
infinitely superior to Palestine, where the leat Turkish authorities are secretly 
hostile to the settlement of Jews, and also to the Argentine, where the emigrants 
would find themselves ainong an uncongenial and revolutionary race. More- 
over Egypt is close at hand, only a few days’ distance from Odessa, where the 
refugees mostly embark. Food is cheap and abundant. Poverty, in the Western 
sense, does not exist, and newly arrived immigrants might always depend on 
a’ syinpathetic reception from their coreligionists already settled in the country.

ee Bat as a set.off against the physical inferiority to which reference bas 
heen made, two elements must be taken into consideration in any analysis of the 
worth of the Jew as a colonist, and which, in my opinion, more than compensate 
for his poverty in muscle; The first of these elements is the nervous tempera- 
ment of the average Jew, which is not the only source of all the accusations of 
cowardice brought against him, but at the same time gives him an astounding 
capacity to sustain exertion for lengthy periods of time impossible to the stolid 
heer-drinking Englishman, or equally self-indulgent Russ.

4. The second element in the problem is a factor the value of which can only 
be assessed by those who have actually undergone the heart-breaking task of 
plauting poor unemployed Englishmen on unemployed colonial acres.

DEATH OF LUDWIG CHRONEGK. 


[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. |] 


Ludwig Chronegk, Privy Councillor and “ Intendenzrath,” died last Thurs- 
day, July 9th, in Meiningen. The deceased was the soul and spirit of the 
“ Meininger,” who played with so much success in London and the whole of 
Europe, and produced an entire revolution in the dramatic art, Ludwig 
Chronegk, who enjoyed the special favour of Duke George of Meiningen, carried 
out the Duke's ideas, and through a rare circumspection, conscientiousness and 
application he was enabled to make the “‘ Meininger” in every way perfect. The 
fame, which the celebrated company gained everywhere, will be ever insepar- 
ately associated with the name of their director, our coreligionist, Ludwig 
Chronegk. He directed all their tours, he made all the necessary preparations, 
and itis thanks to his talent, that the “ Meininger” gained such an indisputable 
success in the dramatic art. Ludwig Chronegk was born July 3rd, 1837, in Bran- 
denburg-on-the-Havel ; in 1856, he became an actor. In 1856 he came to Mein- 
ingen, where he was until 1877 manager and actor, then director, in 1880 
“TIntendenzrath.” Disease of the heart compelled Chronegk to withdraw from 
the management of the “ Meininger Hoftheater,” and this was the principal 
reason why the Duke dissolved the celebrated Meininger Theatrical Company. 
To-day, Sunday, July 12th, Chronegk will be buried in the Jewish Cemetery 
Meiningen. The wife of the Duke of Meiningen, Freifrau von Heldburg, upon 
hearing of Chronegk’s death, came directly from her country seat to Meiningen ; 
from all parts wreaths and palms are sent into the house of mourning, and show in 
what high esteem Chronegk was held, not only as “ Intendant” but as an accom- 
plished and amiable man,

On Wednesday last a meeting of the Board of the Federation of Synagogues 
was held at the temporary premises of the Jewish Working Men’s Club, 85, Man- 
sell Street, Ald Mr. SAMUEL Montagu, M-P., in the Chair. | 


On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, it was unanimously resolved that a vote of 


congratulation be passed to the Rev. Dr. Adler on his election as Chief Rabbi. 
The SECRETARY read the report received from the Jewish Board of Guavdians on 
the memorial in which the Federation of Synagogues applied for the re-establish- 
ment of the medical department of the Board. The CiairMAN, in referring to the 
subject, said that although the application of the Federatidn had not been accedei- 
to much good had resulted from the consideration of the question of medical relief 
to the poor. The promotion of efficient voluntary nursing and the appointment of 
Jewish nurses had been recommended by the Board, and that result alone had

JEWISH NURSES. 


— 


Ov correspondent ‘F’,,” in a letter which we print in {another column, 
sgein urges the desirability of steps being taken to ensure a supply of effi- 
cient Jewish nurses. Two years ago a correspondence took place in our 
‘colamns on this subject, and there was a consensus of opinion that Jewish 
nurses were & necessity, and that an organised effort ought to made to train 
them. Unfortunately the matter ended where it began. There was plenty 
of approval, but no action. As regards this question, the community stands | 
to-day practically where it did two years ago. This is, of course, not an iso- 
lated instance of the inaction which so frequently follows upon enthusiasm 
The enthusiasm itself seems to exhaust all the available energy, and none is 
left for grappling with the question in its practical side. Fortunately the 
lassitude does not last for ever. If the question be urgent, the lethargy 
soon vanishes, and the required improvement is again advocated with renewed 
vigour, This is what is happening in the present instance. Fortunately « 
stimulus has been furnished by s recent Report of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians on the medical relief of the Jewish poor. The Board is strongly 
opposed to any special provision being made for the medical treatment of its 
Jewish clients ; but it is equally emphatic as to the necessity of providing 
them with qualified Jewish nurses. A cause to which the Board of Guardians 
#8 convert bears ipso facto the stamp of excellence, and is almost certain to 
become 8 popular one sooner or later ; so the friends of the potential Jewish 
nurse may take heart of grace, | | 
: There cannot be any question as to the reality of the need to which 

F.” calls attention, Among the poor particularly there is a want of nurses 
teigiously in touch with the patients, The remark holds good, too, at

atts The United Synagogue has done much to improve the Wacher 
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there are few. who’ would ‘be sorry if the Wacher were improved 


off the face of the earth. It only needs the combined forces of a band of 
skilful, tender, sympathetic Jewish nurses and of the members of the 
Chevra Kadisha which ought to be attached to every synagogue, to effect 
this most desirable consummation. | | 
It is amazing to think that this matter has been allowed to slumber so 
long in a community for whom religion has exalted the task of Bikur Cholim 
into one of the highest duties. The anomaly becomes all the more striking 
when it is remembered that, in this case, we Jews compare unfavourably 
w:th our neighbours, instead of setting them our usual ethical example. Mr. 
F. D. Mocarra, who is not given to words of censure, has thought it his 
duty to point out this incongruity. “It could not be denied” he said the 
other day at a meeting of the Board of Guardians, “that with regard to 
nursing, Jews were behind their fellow-couatrymen.” The benevolence 
which usually characterises Mr. Mocarta’s judgments as well as his acts 
ought to secure for his exceptional strictures an exceptional attention. The 
shortcoming he notes is a distinct blot upon Anglo-Judaism. The 
first step to improvement is: to discover the cause of the 
defect. Why have we so few Jewish nurses. when other 
denominations can boast of many elaborate nursing orgarisations ? 


How is it that, unlike other religious bodies, we cannot point to. 


one woman who is devoting herself to the task of ministering to the sick as 
a labour of love? Does the fault lie in any want of human feeling, of pity 
for suffering, of unselfishness, or of courage, in the Jewish female character? 
Surely not. A people who can claim as their own the heroines of the Bible, 
who can point to the mothers in Israel who set a noble example of fortitude 
when the Faith demanded it, or to the delicately-nurtured maidens who 
suffered a long drawn-out martyrdom for the sake of their religion—such a 
people can, even in these days, have no dearth of women willing to con- 


| secrate their lives to the holy task of helping their fellow-creatures in tke 


hour of suffering. The lessons of love for all God’s creatures which Judaism 
teaches must have borne little fruit indeed if our sisters in faith are not 
ready now, as of old, to tend the sick and tha dying, when they are but 
shown the way. The fault, then, must lie not with them, but with those 
who, recognising the existing need, have taken no steps to supply it. There 
have been religious difficulties in the training of Jewish nurses, but happily 
they no longer exist. It is passing strange, moreover, in these days of 
overcrowded professions that this one remunerative means of employment 
should be neglected by Jewesses. | 

Not that the nursing profession ought to be the exclusive heritage of 
women in moderate circumstances. It may well be taken up as a vocation 
yielding something better than bread. Women who are in want of a life’s 
work rather than a livelihood, cannot possibly find a worthier sphere of effort. 
The work assuredly demands perseverance, self-denial and courage ; but are 
these qualities wanting in Jewish women? Shall it be any longer said that 
were it not for our sisters among other denominations, our sick and suffering 
would lie untended, because we possess no women sufficiently self-sacrificing 
to take upon themselves the necessary duties? This stain on the 
communal escutcheon must be removed with as little delay as possible. 
A committee ought at once to be formed to deal practically with the 
matter ; and its first task would be to receive the names of those persons 
who are willing to undergo a regular course of training to fit them for nurses, 
honorary or otherwise. Such an organisation would be an addition tothe 
communal machinery, but one to which not even the most critical could 
take exception on the score of superfluousness. |

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WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL, 
| 


The visitors who attended the annual distribution of prizes at the Westminster 
Jews’ Free School, Hanway Place, Oxford Street, on the afternoon of the 9th inst. 
must have been agreeably surprised by the spectacle that awaited them. Instead 
of being present at a prosaic, and in some cases, a tedious function, they found 
themselves guests at a garden party, except that it was a party under a 
roof, Everywhere the eye gazed on the handsomest flowers, a present from the 
pupils; and to complete the picture of a party, girls (pupils of the cookery class) 
in cvol white costumes flitted among the visitors, offering them refreshments in the 
form of coffee, tea and lemonade, and toothsome confectionery of their own making. 
In other respects, too, were the senses of the sight and hearing gratified. The 
girls’ infant class sang a gipsy song, and the elder girls gave a picturesque render- 
ing of a song “ Flower Bells,” All the flowers named in the song were held aloft, 
and by a clever arrangement of grouping each came to the front as its praises were 
sung. The boys, with the assistance of two girls, did more serious and difficult 
work by performing in costume (the dresses being lent by Messrs. L. and H. Nathan, 
of Coventry Street, and Mesars, Simmons, of the Haymarket), scenes from “ As 
You Like It,” and “ Much Ado About Nothing.” The young actors were Arthur 
Woolf, Walter Rolfe, D. Solomons, 8. Blechstein, G. Isaacs, 8, Schminsky and L. 
Weitzman, and the girl players were R. Bloomand 8. Trenner. All showed them-

The prizes were distributed by Mrs. Louis Davidson, and when this ceremony 
had been brought to a close ; 

Mr. L. DAVIDSON delivered an address. He said that his first words would be 
of copgratulat on to the Chief Rabbi, who had long been one of the best friends of 
the school, and had evinced great interest in it, as had also Mrs. Adler. He felt 
sure that among the Chief Rabbi’s numerous avocations the Westminster Jews’ 
Free School would not be forgotten. The number of pupils was 285 boys and 259 
girls, an increase of 26 on the numbers of 1890. The attendance continued satis- 
factory. There was one child who had not been absent once for five years, one 
child not for five years, ten children had not missed an attendance in three years, 
nine not once in two years, and twenty-two not once in one year. As to the educa- 
tional results, the reports of the Rev. T. W. Sharpe, Her Majesty's Inspector, and of 
the Rev. 8. Singer, who as in previous years, had examined in Hebrew and religion, 
spoke in eulogistic terms of the children’s work, In the carpeniry class, which was 
founded by Mr. Claude Montefiore at his sole expense and was still subsidised by 
him, fifteen boys attended, who were making steady progrers and were very per- 
severing. Another class which owed its existence and its continuance to Mr. 
Montefiore’s generosity, was the cookery class, under the able instruction of Miss 
Edith Cohen. This class was one of the greatest boons ever conferred on the 
children because the result of the lessons was more lasting than any othera after 
school life. A new feature was the introduction of shorthand into the school by 
Mr. Leonard L. Cohen, who had paid the entire expense of a course of lessons. The 
class consisted of twelve boys, several of whom had already obtained certificates of 
proficiency from the Pitman Society. During the past winter 11,200 dinners were 
supplied, and Mrs, Henry Lucas continued to provide needlework for those parents 
whose inability to pay for the dinners had been satisfactorily proved. Under the 
Assisted Education Bill the school would gain about £100 a year from an increased 
Government sutsidy. When this Bill was first spoken of he expressed the fear 
that many people would look upon it as a measure for relieving the pockets of 
subscribers, and he was bound to say that his fears were likely to be realised. Ina 
speech delivered two days previously in the House of Commons, Sir Lyon Playfair 
had saia : “ They wished to lay down this condition—that the surplus over the 
whole fees should not be used for improper purposes nor for paying back voluntary 
subscriptions, but for the purpose of promoting the efficiency of the schools. He 
would instance the Jewish schools. The Jews did not wish to be relieved of their 
rubscriptions, and yet they had shown greater liberality than any other contribu- 
tors. ‘he Jews even subscribed to give the children a meal of bread and milk. 
He knew nothing which was more calculated to injure the efficiency of voluntary 
schools than to take the surplus and apply it to the reduction of subscriptions.” He 
hoped the community would agree with what Sir Lyon Playfair had said. It would 
be a diegrace if the efforts of the community were relaxed and if its members were 
to botton up their pockets because that school was to obtain a paltry £100 from 
the Government. There were some among them who objected to denominational 
schools, and urged that Jewish children should attend Board Schools. Yet when 

they were ssked to assist the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious 
Knowledge, which supplied the religious needs of Jewish pupils at Board Schools, 
they kept their purses as tightly closed with respect to that institution as they 
did to others. He could not conclude without expressing a tribute of approval of 
the excellent work done by the teachers, Having made some sympathetic refer- 
ences to the illness of Mr. Woolf, the Head-master, which had been brought on by 
his unremitting attention to his duties, and having acknowledged both the public 
spirit shown by Mr. Weisberg, the next in command, in ably taking Mr. Woolf's place 
avd the excellent and efficient labours of the Head Mistress, Miss Hertzon, Mr. 
Davidson brought his address to a close by expressing the confident hope that the 
school would continue to receive the approbation of the community for the valu- 
able work it performed.—( Cheers, ) |

It 
seemed tu him that the words of Sir Lyon Playfair should be written in letters of 
gold in every Jewish school, not so much as a reminder of what had been done as 
to serve a8 & stimulus and an incentive to what should be done, He shared Mr. 
Davidson's fears that many in their midst would tighten their purse strings on 
account of the grant of Free Education. Nothing to his mind would be more in- 
jurions if a spirit of niggardliness were to prevail. But he had too high an 
opinion of his community as a whole than to believe that it would allow the West- 
minster Jews’ Free School to starve and perish from want of adeqaate help.—

The proceedings commenced with the singing by the pupils of OPW Nan 
under the direction of Mrs. 8. Heiser, Miss Julia Valentine presidiog at the 
harmonium. ‘Mre. Gaster was presented with a handsome bouquet by! Bessie 
Valentine. After a Hebrew recitation of “ Hannah’s Prayer”, cléarly delivered by 
Helena Heiser, Mrs. Gaster delivered the prizes to the succesfal pupils. — 

The CHAIRMAN then addressed the meeting and said that great ‘praise was due 
to the Committee and the staff for the excellent manner in which the classes were 
conducted. The industry of the children in attending three times a week in addi- 
tion to their ordinary school attendance was worthyof recognitiou. Of all ways 
in which Jewish children could be educated, he held that denominational schools 
were the best and most satisfactory, but in cases where this was not possible re- 
ligion classes helped to fill up the void. He hoped that the parents would in every 
way encourage the regular attendance ofthe children, and that the Classes would 
continue to receive the support they so eminently dererved. The importance of 
the Classes was amply testified in the fact that commencing with a handful of 
pupils, the number had increased to upwards of two hundred, aod that many of the 
pupils who entered ignorant of the rudiments of the Hebrew alphabet left. with a 
good religious education.— (Cheers). 

The Rev. Dr. GasTER, in moving a vote of thanks to Sir Francis Montefiore 
for presiding, said that it was a good omen that Sir Francis took such interest in 
religious and communal matters, and he hoped that the example would be followed. 
The number of réligion classes which had been established proved that the commu- 
nity had risen to the seriousness of the situation. The question arose as to whether 
the Jews should assimilate with their neighbours or not, bat it should not be taken in 
so crude a form ; the real question was, can they be good Jewsand good English- 
men, and it was this question which the religion classes taught their pupils to solve. 
He welcomed the Chairman's emphatic avowal in favour of denominational schools. 
There should be ove in every centre of Jewish activity. The schodl and the-syna- 
gogue should stand side by side. 

Mr. Lewis EMANUEL seconded the vote, and also moved a vote of thanks to 
Mrs. Gaster. Mr. Emanuel referred to the good average attendance of the pupils 
and to the success which they achieved. The financial support which was accorded 
to the school was inadequate, and he saggested that an endeavour should be made 
to encourage the smallest :possible contributions from those liv in the imme- 
diate neighbourhood. He was glad that the Education Bill which had recently 
been passed had so liberally recognised the importance of the voluntary schools. 
Addressing the pupils, Mr, Emanuel feélingly referred to the immense educational 
advantages which Jewish boys of the present day had over the boys of his youth. 

The vote was passed by acclamation, and acknowledged by Sir Francis MoN- 
TEFIORE. 

Mr.8. H. VALENTINE read Dr. Friedlinder’s Report which stated that the re- 
sults of the examination ‘‘ gives evidence of the usefulness of the Classes, the effi- 
ciency of the teaching and the conscientiousness of the teachers and managers of 
the institution.” The Report mentions that the scope of the instruction could 
be extended if the parents sent their children more regularly and more punc- 


tually. 
Mr. JosHvuA M. Levy, in moving a vote of thanks to Dr. Friedlander, pointed 


out that it was the tenth consecutive year that gentleman had acted as Hono- 


rary Examiner. 


Mr, A. B. SALMEN, in moving a vote thanks to Mr. and Mrs. 8. Heiser, said 
that they had directed the Classes for a number of years, and each year they added 
to the debt of gratitude which was due to them for the energy with which they de- 
voted themselves to the children. The efforts of the members of the staff, some of 
whom were former pupils, aad those of Miss Da Silva, as honorary teachers was 
well deserving of recognition. 

On the motion of Dr. GasTER, a vote of thanks was passed to the Committee, 
which was acknowledged by Mr. S. H. VALENTINE, the Chairman.

FORMATION OF A SOUTH LONDON BRANCH. 


On Sunday last Sir JULIAN GotpsMID, Bart., M.P., presided at a Public Meet: 
7 held at the Horns, Kennivgton Road, which was called for the purpose of in- 
a Suuth London Branch of the Angio-Jewish Association. 
" Sir JULIAN GOLDSMID, in opening the proceedings, said : It is scarcely neces- 
for me to explain the immediate object for which this meeting is called. The 
\nglo-Jewish Association has existed for twenty years, it has vindicated the rights 
- ss Jews in many lands. and it has promoted the education of the rising Jewish 
: neration in the Eset through the medium of the schools in the East and in India. 
work of the Association has not decreased. On the  con- 
wary, it has expanded. We have, however, found that its balance- 
ineot reflects no eredit on the Jews of London, and that some fresh step 
must be taken to increase the number of its supporters. The amount of our sub- 
griptions is £860, whilst we receive sums aggregating to from £420 to £600 frum 
our branches, which extend from Barberton to Ballarat, from Mogador to Melbourne. 
The enormous area over which the branches are spread testifies to the world-wide 
sympathy which is felt in the work of the Association. The branches have shown 
a tendency to increase and while this is being done we think it right that London 
should do more. The amount of the metropolitan subscriptions is exceedingly 
amall, so small that the Association has decided to establish branches in 
diferent parts of the metropolis as well as in the different farts of 
coe world. No one in the metropolis can adequately represent the 
gve million residents of London, and we have decided that the branches 
shall have their own officers. We have desired that the Jewsin this district should 
show the example to other parts of London. You have shown the greatest possible 
interest in Jewish matters, and we think that this district may well be one in which 
we may form the first branch. Happily you have gentlemen ready to take up the 
various offices whol feel will carry out this additional responsibility zealously 
apd well. Now that Christians as well as Jews are showing every sympathy witn 
the persecuted among our race, it is becoming that Jews shouid more actively show 
their sympathy. This brauch will, like all other societies, start with small begin- 
nings, but with efforts properly put forth the number of its members will increase 
s0 that the amount of their contributions will prove no insignificant assistance tothe 
tbody. If you consult the list of schools we assist, you will see that every 
aditional assistance we receive will enable us to extend the area of our educational 
infuence. We have also an “Education Fund” which was established for 
“ capital” purposes such as the -uilding and furnishing of new schools, and this 
fund is also in need of additional contributions. Under the second branch of the 
work of the Anglo- Jewish Association we have made it our duty to investi- 
gateevery case of cruel treatment of Jews because they are Jews, and we have 
always asserted in every country the right of every Jew to be treated in the same 
way as his fellow-citizens, The Jews are law-abiding, industrious, and they live on 
littie; their proportion of crime is less than that of many of the 
peoples among whom they dwell ; on the whole they are better husbands, wives and 
parents. They thus possess virtues which are public as well as domestic ; these are 
claims we have advanced for popular recognition. It is to be deplored that in this, 
the end of the nineteenth century, there should be many countries in which religious 
persecution still exists. In Morocco we can partially understand it because the 
country 18 uncivilised,and in Persia, which, though an ancient country, ie still 
swamped by ignorance, bat we cannot understand itin such lands as Russia and 
Roumania which claim to be civilised and to hold foremost positions among the 
natious of Europe. In Rassia the persecutions do not appear to be limited, how- 
ever, to the Jews, but to be directed against all outside the orthodox Greek Church. 
Russia has latterly also persecuted the Lutheran Christians and appears to be blind 
to the repeated lessons of history that. the persecution of religion serves but to 
strengthen it and to cause its adberents to be more firm and steadfast in their faith. 
—(Apvplause.) Russia will find that as the Jews and the people of other persecuted 
faiths leave the country, her finances will suffer, and already many Russian mer- 
chants of Moscow and St. Petersburg find that the departure of the Jews interferes 
with their business. The despised Jews were the only intermediaries that they 
coull employ with confidence. The Jew can acquire the capability of practising 
in professions but opportanities are refused to him even for the practice of 
medicine, in which, from time immemorial the Jews have displayed marked apti- 
tadeand success. All honourable occupation is debarred to the Jews, and then the 
Russians complain that the Jews resort to small huckstery and to money-lending. 
In free and enlightened countries such as ours the practice of unworthily 
lending money is to be deplored, but in Russia it is the officials who are responsible. 
The Ruasian Jews were fitted for better work, for in the Jewish colony established 
by the Emperor Nicholas the Jews showed the greatest aptitude for agriculture and 
general industries, and were equal to the labourers of any part of Russia. I be- 
lieve that the Jews to-day are as capable of agricultural life as they were in the 
days of King Solomon and of King David. In those days the Jews only laboured 
“ the soil and were not traders. This being the case it becomes the duty of Jews of 
gland, France, Germany and Italy to assist as far as possible in freeing the 
. Jews from persecution. The Jews of America have set us a noble example 
Teriah of splendidly in the cause of the persecuted.

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ST. JOHN’S WOOD SYNAGOGUE RELIGION CLASSES. 


The Rev. the Corer RABBI presided and Mrs. Adler presented the prizes last 
Sunday at the Distribution of Prizes to the pupils of the St. John’s Wood Syna- 
gogue Religion Classes. Among those present were the Revs. B. Berliner, J. Chapman, 
M. Haines, M. Joseph, H. L. Price, the Hon. Michael Solomon, Messrs. Hyman 
A. Abrahams, Israel Abrahams, Arthur Davis, M. de Saxe, Asher I. Myers and 
Albert M. Woolf. On Mrs, Adler taking her seat Miss Blanche Berliner presented 
her with a choice bouquet of roses. 

‘ ann proceedings opened with the reading of the Examiner's report by the Rev. 
. Berliner. 

The examiner, Mr. IskAzL ABRAHAMS, dwelt upon the satisfactory general 
condition of the clasees, and the marked improvement that had been shown in the 
Hebrew reading and translation, while the Bible and post-Biblical history con- 
tinued to be learnt with commendable accuracy. It appeared that Miss Ellis’s class 
got through a deal of good work, and her careful tuition had been productive of 
very successful results. In fact the general level in her class was uniformly high. 
Mrs. L, A. Franklin's method of teaching Hebrew translation was again justified by 
the excellent progress made by her pupils, who as readily gave the Hebrew for the 
English as the English for the Hebrew. The Examiner expressed a wish that the 
senior class had been larger, but the work done therein was satisfactory. He 
further hoped that it might be possible, next session, to form a higher class for 
pupils who had passed through the senior division, as it seemed to him a pity 
that the progress of such promising pupils should not be carried further. As 
in previous years, the girls did better than the boys. 

The prizes were then distributed, Mrs. Adler making a pleasant remark of 
encouragement to each recipient. 

When this ceremony had been brought to a close, the Rev. the CHIEF 
RABBI delivered an address. He said that he was pleased to hear so excellent 
a report of the progress made by the classes. He saw that there were 96 pupils 
and that Hebrew translation, Bible and Scripture history, and Religion had been 
so well taught and that the teachers had devoted to their task so much devotion, 
zeal, and untiring energy. He spoke especially of the devoted ardour of the 
ladies who were enrolled in the service of the classes. While praising the 
excellent progress made he alluded to the general want in the community of 
organisation for instructing the youth of the middle and well-to-do classes in 

religious subjects. There was a complete want of organisation among the 
better classes, an evil he hoped to be instrumental in assisting to remedy. He 
also referred to the incapacity of some Hebrew teachers, remarking that while 
teachers in other branches of education were compelled to pass through an exam- 
ination and to obtain a certificate of capability, Hebrew teachers were often accepted 
without any certificate and without any scrutiny into their merits. But it must 
be remembered that this state of things was the direct outcome and consequence 
of the poor and paltry remuneration offered ; and the lowness of capacity was 
owing to lowness of terms, Further, the instruction given was often imparted 


when the pupil was already fatigued bythe drilling gone through in the secular — 


branches of knowledge. But he referred to the backward condition of our 
youth in religion and Biblical subjects as the inevitable reault of a sordid and 
misplaced economy. What was required was better terms and more time to ba 
devoted to these most important eubjects. It was the “ starvation rations ” 
offered to teachers which accounted for their general incapacity and for the 
humdrum manner in which they taught and the entire lack of interest they had 
for their work. The consequence of this was that the children gained quite a 
distaste for their religious and Hebrew studies, There was the most urgent 
necessity for an improvement in this respect in our communal organisation, and he 


hoped to devote some of his best energies to bring this about. They should — 


thoroughly test the quality and calibre of teachers; their qualifications should be 
scrutinised and tested with the view of obtaining a better class of men, so 
that the pupils should be taught in such a manner as t> cause them to have 
the greatest interest in their stndies, to grasp them and profit by them. He 
hoped shortly that the syllabus of Hebrew examinations would be revised and 
greatly improved and be made available not only for the elementary classes of 
the Board Schools but in the middle and upper schools and classes. A step in 


this direction had already been taken in connection with the College of Pre- 


ceptors by whom thirteen pupils had already been examined. What was urgently 
wanted was a greater number of text-books. The whole community was under a 
deep debt of gratitude to the Rev. S. ea for the really excelient, lucid, and 
correct translation of our prayer-book, which not only gave a perfectly accurate 
rendering of the letter, but also preserved throughout the spirit of devotion and 
religious fervour with which our prayers were endowed. Nothing could be 
more valuable than this, and such other books as we had—those already published 
by Mr. L. B. Abrahams, Dr. Friedlander, and others, ali of which were excellent 


-and valuable adjuncts to our religious educational works and to the labours of the 


teachers. A manual of Hebrew grammar was also much needed and so was a 
translation of the Bible fit to be placed in the hands of young children; and 
books bearing upon Jewish history, of fiction wherein the sayings of our Rabbis, 
and excerpts from our literature might be given. He was glad to observe, added 
the Chief Rabbi parenthetically, that the prizes given that day consisted chiefly of 
Jewish books written by Jewish authors. He had made some suggestions with 


regard to this matter to Lady Rothschild, which he hoped would bear fruit, and — 


that shortly we should have a supply of literature that would tend to foster a spirit 
of devotion and zeal for our religion, and infuse an earnest spirit of piety and 
a desire to maintain its doctrines in all their purity and godliness. An eloquent 
address to the pupils followed, in which Dr, Adler urged his young hearers to 
listen to the voice of God, and thus escape all moral danger. 

In moving a yote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi aud Mrs. Adler, Mr. Hyman A. 
A. ABRAHAMS expressed a wish that the Chief Rabbi would assist in rendering the 
synagogue services more in accord with the times, so that children might easily 
follow the prayers and thus nurture that feeling of devotion and sincerity so neces- 
sary for a due and proper observance of worship. 


The Hon. MicHAEL SoLoMoN, who seconded the motion, concurred in Mr, © 
Abrabams’s observation. 


In returning thanks, the Culer Kapsi said that with regard to the wish that 
had been expressed be deemed it advisable to say nothing at present, merely re- 
marking that of his general policy he had already spoken in a sermon which he 
had delivered. He hoped with the co-operation of others to revive and cultivate a 
spirit of religious fervour and zeal, and above all to preserve that unity, concord, and 
union of hearts which were never more necessary than at the present juncture of

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WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE HEBREW AND 
RELIGION CLASSES. 


Mr, F. D. Mocatta presided on Sunday afternoon at the distribution of prizes 
to the pupils attending the Religion Classes of the West London Synagogue, which 
was held in the vestibule of the Synagogue, Upper Berkeley Street. 

From the report, which was read by the Rev. Istpore Haggis, M.A., the 
honorary superintendent, it appears there are 50 pupils on the register. They are 
divided into five divisions, which are regularly taught by the Rev. I. Harris, Mr, 
D. A. Levy (one of the Wardens), Miss Piza, Miss Lina Mocatta and Miss Jane 
Simmons, all of whom give their services gratuitously. Periodical lectures on 
religion have been delivered by the Rev. A. Lowy and Lady Magnus. The subjects 
taught are Hebrew reading, translation and grammar, religion, biblical and post- 
biblical history and congregational singing. The classes being now under the 
control of the Wardéns, the expense of the prizes has been defrayed from the syna- 
gogue funds, with the exception of a special prize presented by an anonymous friend 
of the classes. 

Mr. F. D. MocarTTA, after distributing the prizes, addressed the meeting. He 
said that children were taught more pleasantly than in his days ; to attain this 
end two factors were required, intelligent and devoted teachers, and intelligent and 
eager pupils, and if this combination were met with, the lessons which were difficult 
by tradition became pleasant by reality. Nothing could be more pleasant than the 
instruction given in these classes. First and foremost was the Bible, with its 
description of a type of manners belonging toa peculiar civilisation, its illustra- 
tions of nature, ita code of laws, and its ethical instruction. The classes were also 
_ founded to teach the practice of the Jewish religion ; for it was desirable not only 

that the festivals and fasts should be celebrated but that we should know the 
reasons for their existence. There were many attractions that tended to wean the 
young from the practice of religious observances, and it required on the part of the 
parents a great deal of resolution to keep these observances intact, Take away 
observances and Judaism would fall to the und. He hoped neither he nor 
future generations would ever see the day when Jews would be so only in name 
and not in practice. When they reflected that the Hebrew language had been with 
their people for over 4,000 years and that their sacred books were composed in that 
langoage, they must have a great interest in its preservation. Wherever they went 
it was the language of the synagogue service ; and he hoped that the day would 
never’ dawn when it became a dead language. It created a wonderful band of 
union, and the more necessary it was to have it the more essential was it that 
Hebrew should be properly understood. In conclusion Mr. Mocatta recommended 
that more time should be given for instruction, as one hour-and-a-half in the week 
was insufficient, and that if necessary a qualified paid teacher should be added to

The Rev. Prof. MARKS proposed a vote of thanks to the teachers. He said that 
it was a very good sign that the female pupils preponderated as winners of prizes, 
for he centred his ay and sy apveny principaliy on what the female portion 
of the community would do for the next generation. speaking of the teachers, 
Prof. Marks said that Mr, David A, Levy had even from his boyhood devoted him- 
self to the performance of duties which he thought necessary in furtherance of his 
religion, and that to the Rev. Isidore Harris, who never did things by halves, 
the success of the classes was mainly due. 7 | 

' ‘The Rev. I. Harris, in acknowledging the vote, said that as representative of 
the classes he had been able to give a good account of them at a Conference of 
teachers of Hebrew and Religion Classes convened at the instance of the St. John's 
Wood Synagogue. He ventured to think that the conference had been favourably 
impreesed with the curriculum and the mode of teaching at those classes, which by 
common consent ranked as the most important in the community. 

In replying to a vote of thanks to the examiners, which was proposed by Mr. 
OSWALD J. SIMON, the Rev. A. Lowy said that a great deal of the success in teach- 
ing depended on the possession of suitable class books. Mr. Lowy pointed out that 

there was no class book to teach the proper translation of Hebrew prayers and 
scripture, and so long as such books were not in the hands of the pupils they wonld 
noleng volens do work in a very superficial and perfunctory manner.

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OUR BERLIN LETTER. 


[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 
Berwin, JULY 6, 1891 

The Emperor William II., who, has been received with the greatest enthy. 
siasm in London, has given ample proofs in the three years of his reign, that hi 
is animated with the same feelings towards his subjects, whatever their religion 
be, and that he disapproves of the ras of the anti-Semitic a tators ; otherwise 
the Emperor would not have dismissed Sticker as Court Chaplain, nor would he 
have appointed two Jews as “ Oberlandesgerichtsrithe.” Nevertheless the anti- 
Semites still cling to the hope of gaining the Emperor's support for their per. 
nicious ideas. Rector Ahlwardt, one of the most passionate agitators of the 
anti-Semites, writes clearly in the second part of his book (The desperate struggle 
of the Aryansagainst Judaism) “ The Vath of a Jew,” which has at been pub. 
lished :—“ Anti-Semitism must strive to gain Emperor William IT. As soon ag 
Emperor William shall see, that the anti-Semitic movement is a great power, on 
which he can rely, he will make common cause with us.” The hope of many, 
that after Bismarck’s fall, Emperor William like Alexander III. would set io 
work practical anti-Semitism, was not fulfilled, but one must remember that the 
anti-Semites have not given any tests of their might. But I will never believ, 
that the Hohenzollern will let their German nation without energetic resistance, 
sink into servitude and corruption. ners never will these hopes of the anti-Semites 
be fulfilled. Emperor William has nobly and rightly comprehended his great work, 
and will always show, that Germany occupies one of the first ranks amongst cultured 
nations, and does not resemble that Empire, where even to-day at the end of the 
19th century, barbarism and persecution worthy of the Middle Ages, predominate. 
Never, by no means, will Emperor William with his high-minded feeling and 
aspirations make common cause with that miserable set, whose motto is slander 
and lie, whose aim is to produce discontent and hatred amongst the adherents 
of different religions. And how regettable the measures of the ‘anti-Semites are, 
Rector Ahlwardt shows clearly in his new book, “ The Oath of a Jew,” in which 
he endeavours to accuse Baron von Bleichréder of perjury, said to have been 
committed in 1881. It is certainly all pure invention, what Rector Ahlwardt 
writes, and the whole matter is treated in such a fearfully obscene manner, that 
every gentleman must refrain, from having anything to do with it, for “ pitch 
defiles.” Already in the first part of his book, which was mentioned in the Jewish 
Chronicle, March 13th, Rector Ahlwardt wrote so many lies and calumnies, that it 
was confiscated. What he produces in the second part surpasses everything in 
invective ever yet launched against the Jews, and testifies to such low-minded- 
ness, that we pity those who are animated by the same feelings as Ahlwardt, for 


it proves that socially and morally they have attained but a very small amount of 
cite and education.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Cardinal Archbishop Haynald of Kalocsa, who died on the 4th inst., at the 

of 75 years, was one of the stern opponents to the Judenhetze, which has 
taken some root in Austria. When our brethren were persecuted in Hungary, he 
‘sued a letter to his diocese containing the following passage : “ Antisemitisimus 
_for we must call the child by its right name—deserves everywhere the con- 
demnation of every sensible priest, who recognises that he is the servant of that 
religion, which carses the symbol of love before mankind. This religion teaches 
us always to use mercy and not hatred, even when we are trying to put down 
erroneous doctrine, yea, when punishing wrong. We must in all piety refrain 
from joining in any movement directed against the Jews, no matter what form it 
may take. In the name of Christianity let us lift up the Cross, the symbol of our 
holy religion, in their defence, wherever they are depressed and ill-treated. The 
woman in the home means morality for the husband and the children, and we 
must welcome every effort which shall bring us nearer to the ideal. Even one 
hour a day gained in the right direction points the way to better things. 

Un the 2nd, an address from the British colony in Vienna was presented to 
Sir Gustavus Nathan, the Consul-General, congratulating him on the honour of 
knighthood recently conferred on him by the Queen. e address, which had 
been voted at a public meeting, was enclosed ina handsome case af Viennese 
workmanship, richly ornamented with escutcheons in silver. Sir Gustavus ac- 
knowledged the gift in a few well-chosen words full of feeling.—Times. 

On the occasion of the 25th ‘anniverstry of the Battle of Kéniggratz, on 
Friday, services were held on the battlefield, one being Jewish and conducted by 
the Rabbi.
